FOUGHT WITH ECKHOFF. 


Tlie Outj^po’wtà of a Scrap Between 
Bart J ackson and Ed McCoy 
Sanday Afternoon. 


Ih e prompt action of J ustice 
Dav id Kinsey alone prev ented the 
shooting of ex -Hawkshaw J ohn 
J ackson by 
Policeman 
Charles 
Eckhoff, at 
Second 
and 
Ohio 
streets, Sunday afternoon. 
Earlier in the afternoon Bart 
J ackson and Ed McCoy had in­ 
dulged in a fight, in which the 
latter was roughly handled, being 
knocked down and then, it is al­ 
leged, kicked in the face. 
Both 
men had been drinking. 
Officer Charles Eckhoff arrested 
the ffghters, but at the calaboose 
J ackson objected to being locked 
up and assaulted Eckhoff, biting 
him through the lower lip during 
the course of the scrimmage. 
Officer J ob. J ohnson, colored, 
went to Eckhoff’s assistance, and 
the two men claim it became nec­ 
essary to use their clubs before 
J ackson could 
be subdued and 
locked up. 
Be that as it may , J ohn J ack­ 
son, brother of Bart, learned of the 
clubbing and started out to locate 
Eckhoff, who was found at Second 
and Obio streets, engaged in con­ 
v ersation with Clarence Alcorn. 
It is asserted that J ackson at­ 
tempted to assault Eckhoff from 
the rear, but he was prev ented by 
the warning of Alcorn. 
At any 
rate, the two men went at it, both 
finally landing in the street, and 
J ackson had his shirt torn from his 
body , but was not hurt. 
It was during this scrimmage 
that Eckhoff drew his pistol, but 
was prev ented from using it by 
J udge Kinsey , who appeared upon 
the scene as a peacemaker. 
A warrant was then issued for 
J ackson’s arrest and giv en to Offi 
cer Wentzelman to serv e. 
The 
accused was found at Fourth and 
Ohio streets, and accompanied the 
officer to the calaboose, where he 
insisted upon giv ing bond instead 
of being locked up. 
There was another tussle, during 
the progress 
of 
which 
Officer 
Wentzelman was shov ed down and 
stepped upon, but not hurt. Chief 
Lov e and Officer Boullt then locked 
J ackson up, but later he and Bart 
were released on bond.

J ackson claims that Eckhoff was 
under the influence of liquor, other­ 
wise he would not hav e clubbed 
Bart, but the statement is emphat­ 
ically denied by the officer and his 
friends. 
In the police court, this morning, 
Bart J ackson and McCoy had their 
cases continued until tomorrow, 
while J ohn J ackson’s went ov er 
until Thursday , all of the parties 
giv ing bond.

makers Iiav e found a wav of ]>rcparing 
this material wliitdi giv es it a v alue 
iar ahiOv e that of solid timber by a 
process that has been in v ogue for 
at least iito or 30 years, eomBiningthc 
use of ilie Iiv draulic prie-s and the 
application of intense lu at. By this 
]» roecss tho ]>articles of sawdust are 
formed into a solid mass eapahle of 
lieing molued into any sliape and of 
receiv ing a brilliant j)oIi>h, and ])os- 
sessing a durabiliiy ami a Ixaiuty of 
appearaiU'c not iuiind in ebony, rose­ 
wood or mahogany. 
O lu' ])roduct is 
knownas ‘hm’- diirei.’ Artilieial wood­ 
work, 
theiafore, 
seems 
to liav e 
a })romi>ing fuiure. Alum, glue and 
sawdust, j.m aded with boiling water 
into a deuigh, and ]>ressed into molds 
when dritd, is liaial and ea])al)le of 
taking- on a fine polish. (Jrnamcnts 
of great beauty can be made from it 
v ery closely re.scmbling carv ed wood­ 
work. 
The production of acetify acid, wood 
naphtlia ami tar from sawdust is one 
of the latest enterprises in Norway. 
A factory has been started at LTe<I- 
rikstad capable of distilling 10,000 
tons of sawdust in a year. 
It also 
manufactures charcoal briquettes, 
which are exported to the Xellier- 
lands. 
The acids are clii(dly })laced 
in tlie German market, while the tar 
is mostly consumed at home.

faetorv is said to be the first of its 
kind erected in that countrv .

cording to an Knglish patent of 18 9 7, 
sawdust may be so })rcj)ared as to 
be noninilaminable, and then applied 
to jacketing of boilers and other pur­ 
poses.”
